e Lilly Bayou Area: Bankston addressed the issue of procedures for cease and desist legal nofitication in
reference to hunters on the property. The Board unanimously approved a motion by Bargas seconded by
Cornette to order and post no-trespassing signs. The Board unanimously approved a motion by Cornette
seconded by Rouchon to authorize hiring someone to post the no-trespassing signs.
